Kitchener’* Ile pert Say* liner* W irt 
Repulsed and I'hat the Loss on t 
Until Sides Was Heavy — Ile* 
larey Was in Command. 


London, April I.

fighting all day long on Monday, In the 
neighborhood of H arts 
river, In the

between part of General K itchener's

Kemp, resulting In the repulse of the 
Boers after heavy losses on both sides.

ener's official report say: 
"General K itchener (Lord K itchen­ 
e r’s brothel) sent Colonels Heir nm! 
Cook son from VrlekuU, w estern T rans­ 
vaal. on March SI, to reconnoitre to­ 
wards Hart river. 
They soon struck 
track of guns and carried on a running 
fight for eight miles, following 
the 
track through the bush.

the plain, large Boer reinforcem ents 
advanced against, their flanks, forcing 
the British Hoops lo take up a defens­ 
ive position, which they 
hastily en­ 
trenched. 
Fighting ensued

Kemp, resulting in the repulse of the 
Doers after heavy losses on both sides. 
The Canadian Rifles especially distin­ 
guished themselves, one 
party com­ 
manded by Lieutenant Bruce C a ru th ­ 
ers holding Us 
position until every 
man was killed or wounded. 
Kitch­ 
ener's official report say: 
“General Kitchener (Lord Kitchen­ 
e r’s brother) s e n t Colonels Kelr and 
Cook son from Vriekuil, western Trans­ 
vaal, on March 31, to reconnoitre to­ 
wards Hart river. 
They soon struck 
track of guns and carried on a running 
fight for eight miles, fallowing 
tho 
track through the bush. 
K ludging on 
the plain, large Doer reinforcements 
advanced against their flanks, forcing 
the Dritish troops to take up a defens­ 
ive position, which they 
hastily en­ 
trenched. 
Fighting ensued 
at closo 
quarters till the Boers were repulsed 
on all sides. 
"Delarey, Kemp and other leaders 
vainly attempted 
to persuade 
their 
men to renew action. Fifteen hundred 
Doers participated in the engagement.. 
but they had suffered too heavily and 
cleared away to the north, west and 
south. 
The Dritish losses were also 
severe. The Canadian Rifles especially 
distinguished themselves. 
Others of 
the force showed great steadiness, al­ 
lowing the Boers to advance within 
200 yards of them and repelling them 
with a steady rifle fire ."
